The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on Tuesday 15th June 
in the Village Hall.

Planning pplication for oxtension to Tesco Store 


The Perish Council considered in detail the application for planning 
permission to extend the Tesco store. It was eventually egreed to accept 


‘this, subject to several conditions relating principally to landscaping, 


provision of troiley parks and litter bins, and satisfactory footpath access 
to neighbouring areas. The main point at issue was the proposed vehicular 
access to the New Garden Contre car park, with several reservations being 
expressed as to the safety and conveniénce of the proposed route. The 
Parish Council have asked for road safety experts to be consulted on this 
point and a new traffic systern to be designed if necessary. 


Drainage of the Village Green 


The Clerk reported that this nad now been completed, except for several 
rutted areas which neeced attention to restore them to a satisfactory 
condition. There have been no major problems during the construction of 
this extensive new system, and it is confidently expected to prove very 
successful in draining the Green. 


Dumping of Rubbish 


The Parish Council's maintenance staff are working very hard to landscape 
several areas of the village, but have been hindered in this task by a few 
residents who have unfortunately dimped rubbish on the newly rotivated areas. 
We would ask villagers to help Mr. Binge and his staff as much as possible 

by taking their garden rubbish to the skip behind the farmhouse and generally 
keeping the village as tidy as possible, so that the maintenance staff do not 
have to spend time, which could be far more usefully employed on other 

jobs, picking up rubbish. Thank you.
